OAU calls for ‘total liberation 9 


FREETOWN, July 1 (AP) - President Siaka Stevens of Sierra 
Leone opened the 17th annual summit of. the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU) today with a call for “tne total liberation of 
our continent and for “setting out economic house in order." 
“ Liberian Foreign Minister Gabriel Matthews and his entire deleg- 
ation remained seated when the African chiefs of state observed a 
;jninute's silence in memory of the late President William Tolbert 
of Liberia, assassinated in Liberia's April 12 coup. He had been 

rOAU president until his death. The African leaders earlier agreed 

to bar the Liberian chief of state, Master SgL Samuel Doe, from 
the summit because of human rights violations and other acts by 
the military regime. Hie first day of the four-day summit was 
given over to pageantry and opening speeches, with the heads of 
state later taking up a series of resolutions prepared by their 
foreign ministers.

Even if an anti-government 
resolution triumphed then, Israeli 
electoral convention would nor- 
mally require Mr. Begin to stay six 
months more in office as head of a 
caretaker government pending a 
general election. 

This would take Mr. Begin up to 
April, 1981. which is only six 
months before elections fall due in 
their normal course. 

Yesterday’s heart attack was 
the third suffered by Mr.' Begin 
since May, 1977, when his Likud 
bloc coalition came to power. In 
addition he has suffered lesser 
bouts of heart trouble and one 
minor stroke which left his vision 
impaired. 

At various times since 1977 
commentators have predicted that 
Mr. Begin's health was on the 
point of cracking up. Often he 
looked enfeebled and uncertain in 
public. But at high moments of 
office, such as the conclusion of 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty he 
managed to come back with 
renewed vigour. 

Similarly at times of stress Mr. 
Begin has appeared to draw on 
hidden reserves. 

In recent weeks, as economic 
problems multiplied and 
■nationalistic 'policies led Israel 
into growing isolation, Mr. Begin 
battled back with zest against 
opponents at home and abroad.

Royal messages 
to Khaled, Assad 

AMMAN. July 1 (.Agencies! - Jordanian envoys today delivered 
messages from His Majesty King Hussein to King Khaled of Saudi 
Arabia and Syrian President Hafez At Assad. 

“The messages dealt with the talks conducted by His Majesty 
King Hussein during his recent visit to the United States when the 
monarch presented the Arab stand which emanated from the 
(Arab) summit conferences in Baghdad and Tunis,*’ according to 
the official Jordan News Agency (JNA). 

■ The message to King Khaled was delivered by Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs Marwan A1 Qusem, while that to the Syrian 
President was carried by Minister of State Hassan Ibrahim. 

King Khaled received Mr. Qasem in the “presence of Saudi 
Arabian Crown Prince Fahd Ibn Abdul Aziz, National Guard 
Commander Prince Abdullah Ibn Abdul .Aziz and Foreign Minis- 
ter Prince Saud Al Faisal. 

President Assad received Mr. Ibrahim in the presence of Syrian 
Foreign Minister Abdul Halim Khaddam and Mr. Hussein 
Humumi, the Jordanian ambassador in Damascus. 

Mr. Qasem was quoted by the Jordan News Agency as saying 
upon returning to Amman this evening that be also discussed with 
Prince Saud “matters concerning bilateral relations and coor- 
dinating efforts and cooperation to face the challenges threatening 
the Arab Nation.’' 

He said he also acquainted the Saudi leaders with “the latest 
developments in the occupied Arab territories and the Israeli occu- 
pation authorities' repressive practices and settlement schemes 
aiming at vacating the territory of its legal owners,'' according to 
JNA. 


In defiance of ^Security Council 

Israel to go ahead with 
plans to annex Jerusalem 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July 1 
(Agencies) - Israel today announced 
it would go ahead with its plans for 
occupied Jerusalem in defiance of the 


United Nations Security Council. A 
sharply worded foreign ministry 
statement denounced the resolution as 
a blow to peace. 


S. Yemen, UAE reject military 
superpower presence in Gulf 


ABU DHABI, July I ( R) — South 
Yemen and the United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE) today agreed that the 
presence of superpower military 
forces in the Gulf region was 
dangerous, UAE Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs Rashid Abdul- 
lah Al Nuaimi said. 

Mr. Nuaimi was speaking to the 
official Emirates News Agency 
.. tWAM) after talks between UAE 
President Sheikh Zayed Bin Sul- 
tan Al Nahayan and South 
Yemeni President Ali Nasser 
Mohammad. 

He said the two sides declared 
the Gulf had to be kept clear of 
international conflict and agreed 
the presence of superpower forces 
“creates a dangerous situation in 
the region.” 

Mr. Nasser Mohammad arrived 
in Abu Dhabi yesterday from 
Saudi Arabia, where his visit was 
hailed as the beginning of a new 
era of friendship and cooperation 
between South Yemen and its 
northern neighbour. 

The South Yemeni leader told 
WAM the talks dealt with the 
Gulf, the Arabian Peninsula, the 
Arab World and the international 
situation as well as bilateral rela- 
tions. 

Mr. Nasser Mohammad said the 
two countries affirmed the impor- 
tance of supporting the Pales- 
tinian people, the Palestine Lib- 


eration Organisation (PLO) and 
Syria in their confrontation with 
Israel. 

Meanwhile two high-ranking 
officials from another of South 
Yemen’s conservative neigh- 


bours. Oman, arrived in Saudi 
Arabia. 

Earlier this year Kuwait tried to 
arrange a meeting between Omani 
and South Yemeni officials to 
improve relations. 


Bani-Sadr tells French paper 

Iran foils six plots 
to topple government 


PA RIS, July 1(R)~ Iranian Pres- 
ident Abol Hassan Bani-Sadr said 
in an interview published in Paris 
today that six major plots by the 
armed forces against the gov- 
ernment had been foiled in the 
past months. 

“Over the past four months, six 
wide-ranging plots within the 
armed forces have been foiled," 
he told the newspaper Le Monde 
in an interview granted before he 
offered his resignation from office 
last week. 

Mr. Bani-Sadr said the recent’ 
United Stalest military inter- 
vention in rfan, reported by 
Washington to be aimed at freeing 
hostages at the U.S. embassy, was 
“a vast subversive operation 
aimed at the overthrow of the 
republican government." 

He said pro-American Iranian 


commandos intended to assas- 
sinate Iran's major leaders, includ- 
ing himself, during the operation. 
“...We succeeded' in arresting a 
dozen leaders of the plot and we 
shall certainly be able to catch 
more,” he said. 

Mr. Bani-Sadr disclosed that 
Iran was now purchasing military 
equipment from Bulgaria and 
orher countries to make up for 
what it could no longer obtain 
from the United States. 

The/franian leader complained 
that members of the Pasdaran 
Islamic militias recently arrested, 
without orders, “all the tribal 
leaders along the Soviet border 
from Azerbaijan to Baluchistan 
without realising that such a 
measure can only drive a part of 
the population against the repub- 
lican regime." 


The Security Council yesterday 
voted by 14 to none with the 
United States abstaining to cen- 
sure Israel for administrative and 
legislative attempts to lighten its 
hold on occupied Jerusalem. 

Foreign ministry officials 
admitted today that the U.S. 
abstention was a diplomatic defeat 
for Israel “This is the latest in a 
series of condemnations of that 
organisation (the U.N.j which are 
a result of a hostile attitude com- 
pletely ignoring the realities in the 
area and Israel's rights.” a foreign 
ministry statement said. 

A foreign ministry spokesman 
said Israel would let its displeasure 
be known to Washington through 
diplomatic channels, although no 
mention of the U.S. position was 
made in the official statement. 

The statement claimed that the 
resolution “jeopardises the efforts 
for peace” in the Middle East. 

“The future of Jerusalem will 
not be decided by these dis- 
cussions. A united Jerusalem was, 
is and will remain Israel's capital 
and will not be divided again," it 
said. 

Government sources said today 
that a private Knesset (par- 
liament) member’s bill to declare 
Jerusalem IsraelV’indivisible and 
eternal capital," which yesterday 
passed its committee stage, will be 
allowed to continue its legislative 
path. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir was invited to yesterday's 
Knesset committee discussion but 
stayed away; indicating the gov- 
ernment's intention not to delay 
the bill. 

The Israeli ambassador to the 
United Nations, Professor 
Yehuda Blum, acknowledged on 
his return here that yesterday’s 
Knesset committee decision to 
present the Jerusalem bill to the 
house for its first reading had not 
made things easier for his deleg- 
ation. “But there is a clear sep- 
aration between the administ- 
ration and the legislature, and the 
Knesset is within its sovereign 
right to take decisions,” he said. 

The ambassador said of the U.S. 
abstention in the Security Council 
vote that it must be understood 
that the United States did not 
want to become isolated in mat- 
ters concerned with the Israeli- 
Arab conflict. “ It is in this context 


something likenhis has happened 
and the determining fact is that 
Jerusalem is Israel’s united capital 
and nothing will ever change that 
fact,” he said. 

He continued: “We are not 
satisfied with the United States 
.abstention and we wanted it to 
apply its veto but it will not change 
anything on the ground. The 
future of Jerusalem will be 
decided by what we do here in 
Jerusalem." 

Meanwhile. Egypt and Israel 
tomorrow will try to revive the 
deadlocked Palestinian autonomy 
talks. 

U.S. negotiator Sol Linowitz 
has predicted that two days of 
meetings between Israeli Interior 
Minister Josef Burg and Egyptian 
Foreign Minster Kamal Hassan 
Ali would lead to a resumption of 
the negotiations in mid-July. But 
each side yesterday accused the 
olher of actions undermining the 
peace process begun al the Camp 
David summit 21 months ago. 

in Cairo, an Egyptian gov- 
ernment spokesman said the 
Knesset committee’s decision vio- 
lated the Camp David accords and 
showed “dearly Israel’s insistence 
to obstruct the peace process.” 

Israeli ambassador to Washing- 
ton Ephraim Evron termed the 
Security Council resolution “per- 
nicious and unhelpful” and said it 
was aimed at undercutting the 
Camp David peace process. 


Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat broke off the talks six weeks 
ago, in protest against the first 
Knesset reading of the bill. 

The talks originally were 
planned to conclude on May 26, 
but in recent interviews Foreign 
Minister Ali said that Egypt was 
prepared to continue them until 
the end of 1980. 

Mr. Linowii 2 . a lawyer whose 
earlier service to President Carter 
was to conclude the marathon 
Panama Canal negotiations, has 
not wavered from his public 
optimism that the talks on the 
future of the West Bank and Gaza 
would end successfully. 

Although this is a U.S. pres- 
idential election year, he pre- 
dicted that Mr. Carter would call a 
summit meeting with Mr. Sadat 
and Prime Minister Begin if he 
thought it would be useful in 
reaching a final agreement. 

Mr. Linowitz said that the two 
sides had reached 80 per cent 
agreement on the nature of the 
autonomy for the 1.2 million 
Palestinians in the Israeli- 
occupied lands, and they were 
now at the heart of the discussions. 

He defined the issues as: meet- 
ing Israel's security needs, appor- 
tionment of water, Israeli set- 
tlements policy, responsibilities of 
a self-governing authority, and 
whether Palestinians in occupied 
Jerusalem could vote for the 
authority.

BAHRAIN, July I (R)--King 
Khaled of Saudi Arabia has 
retired the administrative director 
of Islam's two meet revered mos- 
ques in Mecca and Medina, the- 
official Saudi Press Agency 
reported today. It said the King, 
by royal decrees, bad retired with 
pension Sheikh Nassir Ibn 
Mohammad Al Rashid and 
replaced him by Sheikh Suleiman 
Ibn Obaid, who will hold the rank 
of a minister. 

Sheikh Nassir was pensioned at 
his own request, the agency said, 
but it gave no other details. 

The grand mosque in Mecca is 
the object of annual pilgrimage by 
hundreds of thousands of Mus- 
lims. The mosque in Medina, 
about 350 kilometres north of 
Mecca,, bouses the tomb of the 
Prophet Mohammad.

Dr. Narimisa, 36, was found 
guilty by a revolutionary court in 
Ahwaz. southwest Iran, of plot- 
ting to free prisoners and of vio- 
lence during university riots last 
April. 

Dr. Narimisa was not given a 
-defence lawyer, his trial was held 
in secret,, and no appeal was 
.granted, the document alleged. 

Grotq» of doctors in Ahwaz 
and Shiraz have staged protests 
for the past two days and intended 
to join the national stoppage, 
newspapers reported today.

AMMAN, July 1 (JNA) — The Secretary General of the Islamic 
Conference Organisation l ICO), Mr. Habib Chatti, said here 
today that during his brief visit to Jordan be discusssed matters 
connected with preparations for the extraordinary session of the 
Islamic foreign ministers conference which will be held in Amman 
on July 11.

Chatti said. 

Mr. Chatti, who met with the minister of state for foreign 
affairs, Mr. Marwan Al Qasem, and other senior government 
officials, expressed his gratitude to the Jordanian government for 
hosting the conference and his deep appreciation for the gov- 
ernment's stand and support for the steadfastness of the people in 
the occupied Arab territories. 


Iraq, Kuwait, Algeria raise oil prices 


B. AH RAIN, July 1 ( R| — Iraq. Kuwait and 
.Algeria raised their oil prices today under a 
new OPEC agreement, but Saudi Arabia, the 
largest exporter, remained silent over its cru- 
cial output and pricing plans. 

The latest increases, the third set of price 
rises this year, would raise the average cost of a 
barrel of oil from OPEC (Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries) by about one dol- 
lar to around $32, industry analysts calculated. 

But this figure would be higher if Saudi 
Arabia, which produces about one-third of 
OPEC oil, decided to Lift prices. Saudi officials 
today declined to reveal the kingdom's inten- 
tions. 

Saudi Arabia now charges $28 a barrel for its 
crude compared with a new reference price of 
$32 a barrel for ordinary crude which came 
into effect today. The new price was decided by 
the last OPEC meeting in Algiers in June 
which also set a maximum of $37 a barrel. 

Kuwait and Algeria both formally 
announced price rises today. Kuwait said it had 
lifted its oil price by two dollars to $31.50 a 


banUJjj although it was reducing its butane gas 
price by about three per cent 

Algeria said its increase was $1 .79, taking its 
oil to $37 a barrel. But it will soon drop a 
three-doll ar surcharge which made its oil the 
most expensive in the world. 

Oil companies confirmed Iraq was making 
an increase similar to Kuwait while Venezuela - 
has said it would probably go up by between 
one and two dollars. 

The crucial question for the oil industry is 
whether Saudi Arabia will keep its production 
at its present 9.5 million barrels a day or cut 
back to its preferred ceiling of 8.5 million bar- . 
re Is, analysts said. This will affect the balance 
of supply and demand for oil. 

The kingdom reviews its output every three- 
months and Saudi Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmad 
Zaki Yamani said on June 1 7 that it was poss-

The United Arab Emirates, another OPEC 
moderate, has already said it would not raise 
oil prices under present market conditions. 

Another Gulf producer, Qatar, has not dis- 
closed its pricing plans although industry anal- 
ysts interpreted remarks by the country’s oil 
minister as indicating a two dollar rise.

CAEU delegates to consider 
joint Arab economic strategy

AMMAN, July l -- Economic 
officials from 1 1 Arab slates and 
ihe Palestine Liberal inn Organ- 
isation begin a meeting here 
tomorrow to discuss a proposed 
charter for a coordinated pan- 
Arab economic policy. 

In its 35th session, the Arab 

League's 12-member Council for 
Arab Economic Unity (CAEU I 
will try to agree on an Arab 
economic “con>titu lion" to act as 
(he basis for both generating 
inter-Arab economic and social 
development and for improving 
economic relations between the 
Arab World and industrialised 
countries. 

Ihe CAEU consists of rep- 
resentatives from Jordan. Iraq. 
Kuwait. Libya. Mauritania, the 
PLO. Somalia. Sudan. Syria, the 
United Arab Emirates. North 
Yemen and South Yemen. 
Egypt's membership was sus- 
pended at the Arab summit in 
Baghdad in I 97S. 

Il the Council approves the 
“constitution” in its two days of 
meetings at the Intercontinental 
Hotel, it will present the plan to 
the conference of Arab League 
economic and foreign ministers 
here later this week, and urge 
heads of Arab states Vo adopt the 
broad policy. CAEU Secretary 
General Dr. Fakliri Qadduuri told 
the Jordan Times today. 

"We w ill ask lor approval ot the 
plan to submit it to the foreign and 
economic ministers as a stable 
Ira me from which to build.” Dr. 
Oaddoiiri said. “It will specify 
stable economic principles lor 
joint \rah effort. It will be like a 
constitution." 

The plan originated ln»m the 
C \EU’s general secretariat — Dr. 
Qadduuri and his srall--in 
response to last year’s calls at the 
\ral* sum mil in Tunis for an effec- 
tive utm \rnb economic policy. 
Dr. Qadduuri and stall began a 
study on the issues underlined at 
that summit, and their study has 
evolved into u wide-ranging \r:«b 
economic plan. Details art being 
withheld pendingdiseussii.il in the 
0 AKU meeting and the foreign 
and economic ministers con- 
ference. 


However. Dr. Oaddoiiri said 
the plan includes specific means 
"to push economic circles toward 
targets of development in all sec- 
tors — industry, agriculture, sci- 
ence and technology and ttnanc- 
ine. It provides specific concrete 
steps and targets. ' 

The plan would also act as a link 
between the economic issues pre- 
sented at \rah summits and a 
join! Arab economic strategy . The 
link would be "continuous and 
developing." Dr. Qadduuri said. 
“With the approval ol ihese plans 
we can continue the \rnh sum- 
mit’s economic momentum." he 
said. 

“Nowadays there is more 
emphasis on \r.nh economic 
issues." Dr. Qadduuri said, “and 
the Council of \rab Economic 
Unity is the only effective wav to 
overcome all major economic and 

social problems." 

Though the council's 35th ses- 
sion is a regular bi-annual meet- 
ing. Dr. QaJdourr believes this 
session is especially important 
because ii will deal with ibis 
pan- Arab economic plan jusl a 
few days hefoie \rah foreign and 
economic ministcis meet here, 
and Ivcause it will prepare the 
council lor presenting its 
economic strategy before the next

Israeli troops demolish Arab houses 



\M i \N. July 1 ( Agencies)- Mr. Karim Kh.ilaf. 
the mayor of Ramallah. left Amman today for the 
United States where he w ill receive further med- 
ical treatment. 

The mayor’s fool was blown off a monih ago in 
an Israeli terrorist attack in his hometown. He 
arrived at the King Hussein Medical Centre here 
on June 23 for further treatment and medical 
consultations. 

Mr. Khalaf will be going to Houston’s North- 
west Medical Centre, where his brother. Dr. Tariq 
Khalaf. is an internist. 

Dr. Khalaf earlier said that he would enlist 
specialists at the Texas hospital for plastic surgery, 
tendon transplants and the fitting of an artificial 
foot on his brother. 

On his departure today. Mr. Khalaf told news- 
men that after his course of treatment he would 
resume his mayoral duties in Ramallah to pursue 
the struggle against Israeli occupation. 

He expressed hi.s deep appreciation for the care 
and hospitality he has been accorded in Jordan 
and hi.s gratitude to His Majesty King Hussein. 
His Highness Crown Prince Hnssun and the Jor- 
danian government. 

In an earlier statement. Mr. Khalaf had said he 
would like to make a tour of the United States to 
talk about "the Palestinian issue and how to 
achieve peace in the Middle East."

by the two most prominent fea- 
tures, of which one is already there 
— the Roman amphitheatre. At 
the other end, there would he a 
six-storey town hall would create 
what Miss * Amr terms “a second 
magnet.” 

Between these two large fea- 
tures the mall would be lined with 
an Islamic centre and mosque, a 
modem an gallery, traditional 
craft shops and a souq with trad- 
itional covered alleys. Visitors 
would park their cars in a modem, 
yet unobtrusive, car park at the 
entrance to the area, where a tour- 
ist centre would provide infor- 
mation to foreigners. 

The most interesting design fea- 
ture, common to all the buildings, 
is the barrel shape which Miss 
*Amr says “combines tradition 
with modem techniques.” The 
barrel forms give a particularly 
striking character to the town hall, 
which despite its. height rises 
unbtrusively by being stepped 
back from both the front and the 
side. 

Miss ’Amr, whose project was 
generally praised by her teachers 
and by architects from outside the 
university who formed the jury 
judging each student’s work, was 
questioned about the town hall's 
functionality, given its unusual - 
shape. She maintains that idle bus 
surmounted these problems by a 
layered separation of functions 
within the building. Separate 
access would be provided to the 
first floors, devoted to administ- 
ration, and to the upper floors, 
where citizens would be encour- 
aged to come into the town hall 
and use such facilities as a library, 
arid also to enjoy a rooftop view of 
the valley. 

Miss 'Amr was commended by 
the judges for meeting the for- 
midable challenge of how to deal 
with the character of buildings in 
relation to the area (a nearby 
model of the centre of Amman, 
prepared by a group of students in 
a lower class, shows in a most strik- 
ing way just how narrow the cor- 
ridor in question is). She has also 
succeeded in creating a pattern 
which is lively and adds colour to 
the drab surroundings. 

Another project which was 
rated highly is a plan for the reno- 
vation of a small mud-hut village 
in the Jordan Valley, by Miss Hind 


Musoud. 

Miss Musoud. who admits to a 
love for the valley going back to 
her childhood (her family owns 
farms there) chose Abu A1 
Zicghan on which to base her pro- 
ject. The village, near Dcir Alla, 
has a population of ahout 200 liv- 
ing in 20 to 30 dilapidated houses, 
small one - or two-room dwellings 
occupied by poor farm workers. 
Her pi in allows for an increase to 
600 inhabitants, to be housed in 
over 7*) dwellings to be built of the 
traditional indigenous material of 
the area. mud. 

Miss Masoud did not learn 
ahout mud architecture at the uni- 
versity. so she drew her first inspi- 
ration from hooks, particularly the 
work of Egyptian architect Hassan 
Fathv. renowned for his modern

Like Miss * Amr, Miss Musoud is 
very critical of existing plans iV»r 
her chosen area. The Jordan Val- 
ley Authority, she maintains, is 
not taking care to provide homes 
in keeping with the inhabitants' 
way of life with its concrete 
matchboxes. She has no definite 
plans to try to get her project 
executed, although there is. she 
said, a chance the authority might 
be interested she said. 

Another project along similar 
lines, with a heavy accent on trad- 
ition, is a propositi by a student

use of mud in building peasant 
homes. Further research, with the 
help of the Royal Scientific Soc- 
iety and the only local architect to 
use mud in his construction, Mr. 
Rabin Al Masri. helped Miss 
Masoud formulate her designs, in 
which one tenth pan of cement is 
added to the mud for rein- 
forcement. 

Mud not only has the advantage 
of being cheap, she explains, it 
also provides insulation from the 
heat in a way that concrete never 
does. The dome is featured 
stTongly in her buildings, which 
include a town hall, a community 
centre, shops and a mosque. 



from Hebron, Miss Samcr Nazar, 
for a handicraft centre. Another 
student from Nablus, has designed 
a library which rather intriguingly 
disappears into the hillside. 

A professional, down-to-earth 
project which keeps in mind the 
need to keep down costs and 
improved living standards, with- 
out turning to indigenous mat- 
erials. is a project for student 
housing by another Hebronite 
residing in Amman, Miss Faten 
Saheb. She has come up with a 
very neat design to accommodate 
1,000 male students in a dor- 
mitory complex on the university 
campus. 

Existing housing for students is 
institutional, she says. But her 
scheme, with open spaces and bal- 
conies, provides a village atmos- 
phere which marks a welcome 
departure. Miss Saheb has grown 
particularly concerned during the 
last year with landscaping, and will 
start working this summer in what 
will be Amman's first landscaping 
office. 

Certainly the most con- 
troversial of all the projects sub- 


mitted to the jury is that of Miss 
Sauvan A I Majid, whose 
extremely ambitious scheme for 
the proposed Arab Air University 
is in a completely different categ- 
ory from the other work. 

Although some members of the 
faculty appear lo have thought 
that she was taking on something 
out of her depth, her high placing 
is evidence that the majority were 
enthusiastic about many of the 
concepts in her complex design, if 
not by certain structural details. 

The university is to he located at 
Amman airport and run by the 
Arab League. Since the thousands 
of students it will cater for will 
cover the entire gamut of civil 
aviation training, from pilots to 
maintenance crews, she has 
developed a very elaborate, yet at 
the same time basically simple, 
way of accommodating them all. 
Aviation is a modern invention, so 
the materials Miss Majid incor- 
porates in her design are high- 
technology steel, aluminium, con- 
crete and glass. 

In order to solve the acute noise 
problem of having a university 
right next to an aerodrome. Miss 
Majid has hased her design on an 
“introverted" concept which also 
coincides with the Islamic concept 
of inner space, she explains. 
Aluminium panels t there are no 
windows) cover the three out- 
wardly identical buildings, with 
daylight penetrating through the 
glass blocks which form the roof. 
Inside, the whole structure sits on 
a space frame of steel, with spans 
of about 30 metres. 

One of her innovations in using 
this system is to incorporate inside 
the frames, w-hich are normally- 
left empty, dormitories for the 
students. The dorms are located in 
the upper, dome -like structures. 
This is another oriental concept. 
Miss Majid explains — to have liv- 
ing quarters directly above one's 
place of work. 

Movement from one building to 
another is also insulated, access 
being through dark plcxigalss 
tubes acting as coorridors. 

Miss Majid's plans, which if 
executed would cost many mil- 
lions and perhaps years to finalise, 
may be ultimately unacceptable — 
but she is hopeful that at least 
some of the basic concepts will be 
incorporated by the Department 
of Civil Aviation, which is cur- 
rently working on a feasibility 
study for the proposed university. 
Despite criticism from certain 
quarters, she is to be praised for 
her extremely imaginative work.

Canada leads paralympics gold medallists 

ARNHEM, Netherlands, July 1 (AP) - Canada shot up from 
•fourth place to become the top medal-winning country at ihe sixth 
Olympic Games for the disabled, according to official results 
published yesterday. After seven days of competition, the Cana- 
dian team has 41 gold medals, 19 silver and 16 bronze. 

The U.S. team remains in second place, with 38 gold. 36 silver 
and 28 bronze. The West German delegation fell back from first 
to third place with 38 gold, 32 silver and 31 bronze. Out of 42 
countries competing in the games, Brazil, Colombia, Ethiopia and 
Indonesia are the only nations which have not won any medals. 

In the wrestling events, blind American Jim Mastro pinned 
.Canadian opponent John Knight after 1.31 minutes of the firM 
round today to give the U.S. team its 10th gold medal. "This guy 
was a lot bigger than I am,” said heavyweight Mastro. "I just 
grabbed tbe fust opportunity to pin him,” he added. 

The American wrestlers overcame their opponents live times 
by falls and four on points. The remaining medal was won through 
default of a Canadian who was injured. 

“Some of us never wrestled with other blind persons until u 
couple of years ago,” Mastro said. "Wc just participated in nor- 
mal competitions.** 

The Arnhem games are the first “paralympics” at which » resil- 
ing is an officially recognised sport for blind athletes. Only the 
U.S. and Canada competed in the tournament, because spurts 
organisations in many countries were not aware of the possibility 
of entering blind wrestlers. 

Coach David Beaver said wrestling is “a perfect way lor blind 
persons to learn to control their body.' All the international rulo 
are used, but the wrestlers have to maintain contact with each 
other. Apart from that there's not difference from able-bodied 
wrestling." 

U.S. Olympic diving trials results 

AUSTIN, Texas, July 1 (AP) — Greg Louganis. who won the U.S. 
Olympic diving trials 3-metre springboard Sunday night look .i 
commanding lead yesterday in the preliminaries of the men's 
platform diving. The women's 10-metre diving finals were held 
last night with Kit Sal ness and Cindy Porter leading the way at the 
University of Texas swimming centre. 

The 20-year-old Louganis, who won the silver medal in the 
10-metres platform dive in the 1976 Olympics and sixth place in 
the 3-metre springboard, compiled 611.400 points for a whop- 
ping lead over second place Mark Cirts who posted 566. 1 bit 
through 10 dives off the platform which is 10 metre in the air. 

The top eight finishers qualified for tonight’s finals with the top 
three landing spots as Olympians with guaranteed trips to Japan 


and China, replacing Russia because of the U.S. boycott of the 
19SG Olympics. 

Brian Bungum, who finished fourth in The 3-metre, was third 
with 352.660 points followed by Kent Cosier with 547.980. 
Randv Abtcman 545.5S0. Bruce Kimball 543 .330. Steve Jenkins 
519.900 and Greg Garlich 519.150. 

McEnroe plays Wimbledon doubles partner 

LONDON. July 1 { R) — Number two seed John McEnroe of the 
United States needed only six more games and a tie-break to 
guarantee liis place in the men's singles quarter final line up when 
play eventually resumed at Wimbledon today. 

After persistent rain had forced a three-hour delay McEnroe, 
one of the first players to go on, finished off a 7-5. 7-6. 7-6 
triumph over unseeded South African Kevin Curran. McEnroe 
■ ind Curren were level at 3-3 in ihe third set when heavy rain 
swamped the tournament yesterday. The first chance of a break- 
through toJjy came when McEnroe hud two points to win Cur- 
ran's serve for a 5-4 lead hut in each case the \merican netted a 
backhand. 

Curren. who lives in the United States and is the current Ameri- 
can university champion despite u ranking of 230 on the players 
computer, forced McEnroe to deuce on his serve in the twelfth 
game, bul McEnroe won that game to force the tie-break. 

Each lost an early point on service but the decisive break came 
on the eighth point when McEnroe scored with a backhand ser- 
vice return to lead 5-3. He won the last two points on service to 
take ihe tie-break seven points to four. 

Alter the match McEnroe commented "Curren has the poten- 
tial in be a good player. He hjs a very big serve and on break 
points always produced good service. 

" I he court was okay, li was raining pretty hard and at times I 
began to wonder what 1 was doing out there. I'm playing a lot 
l\riter than last week but 1 still feel i can improve.” he said. 

McEnroe's next opponent will be seventh seeded compatriot 
and doubles partner Peter Flemming. 

" He always does well against me. He's probably my best friend 
on the circuit and he knows my game so well,” McEnroe said. 

" But I should be okay because I think 1 move better on the court.”

Dr. Wilkinson says there is no evidence that migraine sufferers come 
from the middle or upper classes, a commonly held view, but a survey 
did show that a higher proportion of migraine victims from the 
professional and managerial classes consult doctors. Though con- 
tending there is no such thing as a “migrane diet," she asserts that 
some headaches are associated with eating hot dogs, Chinese food 
and ice cream.

MADRID, July 1 IR1 - Weary policemen hunted for more bombs 
in a resort of Spain’s Costa del Sol today after they discovered and 
safety exploded two planted by Basque separatist guerrillas. 

About 250 holidaymakers were evacuated as police searched 
three hotels through the night after the ETA (Basque Homeland 
and Liberty) organisation said bombs would explode by noon (1000 
GMT) in Benaimadena. 

They found and detonated one device on a lane leading to the 
beach. 

They also found and exploded another device on a golf course at 
Mijas, just inlan d from Benaimadena. ETA had said the two- 
kilogramme bomb would go off yesterday, but something appar- 
ently went wrong with the timing mechanism. 

The deadline for explosions later passed without further ind- 
dent. 

ETA last week exploded six bombs in Mediterranean resorts in 
an unsuccessful attempt to put pressure on the Spanish gov- 
ernment to release 19 Basque detainees and sack tbe governor of a 
prison where most of them were held. 

Nobody has been injured so far in tbe explosions, but hoteliers 
are worried that ETA’s campaign, a repeat of a similar string of. 
bombings last summer, will frighten away foreign tourists.

Carter to attend 



TOKYO, July 1 (R) - U.S. Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter will head a 
large gathering of Asian and west- 
ern government leaders here next 
week at a memorial service for 
Japanese Prime Minister Masay- 
oshi Ohira. it was announced 
today. 

But the Soviet Union, which 
upstaged the absent Mr. Carter at 
the .meral of Yugoslav President 
Tito in May. will be represented at 
the July 9 service only by its 
ambassador to Tokyo, Dmitry 
Po/ya nsky. 

A White House official in 
Washington said Mr. Carter had 
decided to make his second trip to 
Japan in 13 months out of respect 
for Mr. Ohira and to underscore 
the importance of relations bet- 
ween the United States and Japan.

Ministry welcomed Mr. Carter's 
decision, government sources said

Thai - Kampuchea 
border nearly sealed 

BANGKOK, July 1 (AP) — The Thai supreme military command 
said Tuesday that Vietnamese and Phnom Penh troops had sealed off 
almost the entire length of theThai-Kampuchean border in an effort 
to discourage the repatriation of Kampuchean refugees. 

The Thai-United Nats repatriation has been halted because of 
border fighting. 

The command's spokesman, Lieutenant General Som Kattb- 
aphand reported continued clashes in Kampuchea near tbe Thai 
border at four different areas along the 800-kiloraetre-long frontier. 

The Hanoi troops fought with guerrillas of ousted Premier Pol Pot 
at Thap Phrik just south of the Thai border rown of Aranyaprathet 
■and near Baan Laem along the southern border, he said. 

Clashes were also reported between “Free Khmer" anti- 
communist rebels and the Vietnamese at Mong Chan, north of 
Aranyaprathet, and opposite Thailand's Surin Province. 

Western military analysts agreed that the Vietnamese had effec- 
tively sealed a 60-kilometre stretch of border north of Aranyaprathet 
where some 200,000 Kampucheans had lived in border encamp- 
ments controlled by the Free Khmer and which had been the site of 
an international “(and bridge” food relief operation. 

“I think they’ve got control of the area (north of Aranyaprathet 
inside Kampuchea). The question now is how long they intend to 
hold it," one western diplomat said. 

Western military sources said the United States would begin an 
afrfifr of military equipment to Thailand later this week in the wake of 
the border fighting. 

And a group calling itself the “Coordinators of the Volunteer 
Front" said Tuesday it would organise a “show of strength” Friday in 
Bangkok. 

A statement by the group said demonstrators would highlight the 
“wicked aggression” of Vietnam and show Hanoi that all Thai people 
were ready to fight. 

The sources said six C- 141 “Starlifter” transports would bring in 
105mm howitzers, M-16 rifles and other military equipment. 

The airlift was first announced last week at a meeting of the foreign 
ministers of the Association of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN), 
which was also attended by U.S. Secretary of State Edmund Muskie. 

The sources said the supplies — purchases by the Thais under a 
U.S.-Thai army agreement — were ready for shipment, but their 
delivery was speeded up after Vietnamese troops struck Thailand last 
week. The supplies were apparently due to come by ship. 

Washington has expressed deep concern about the border situ- 
ation and has condemned both Vietnam and its major backer, the 
Soviet Union, for the incursion. 


N. Ireland convicts 
police of terrorism 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland, July I ( AP) — Five Northern Ireland 
police officers who waged their own private war against Irish Repub- 
lican Army guerrillas were convicted Monday for terrorist crimes, 
including bombing a bar and kidnapping a Roman Catholic priest. 

But four of them walked out of the Belfast City Commission Court 
with suspended sentences. The fifth, former Constable William 
McCaughey, is already serving a life sentence for assassinating a 
Catholic shopkeeper to avenge an officer slain by guerrillas. 

Ail the officers are Protestants. The 6,500-strong Royal Ulster 
Constabulary (RUC), is 96 per cent Protestant and 140 RUC officers 
have been killed by the overwhelmingly Catholic IRA in Northern 
Ireland's 11 years of political and sectarian fighting. 

The light sentences for crimes that normally cany long prison 
terms were expected to anger Northern Ireland’s 500.000- strong 
Catholic minority and do little to break down their distrust of the 
Protestant establishment.

WASHINGTON. July 1 (AP)— The anti-Marxist insurgency in 
Afghanistan appears to be gaining strength six months after Soviet 
Anny divisions entered the mountain country to quell rebel tribes- 
men. 

That is the assessment of U.S. military specialists who say they 
believe the Soviet Union will be forced to commit thousands of 
additional troops. Even then, these specialists predict, it will take 
years for the Russians to suppress the rebellion. 

”The Soviet security situation continues to slide,” said one officer 
who closely srudies detailed information on developments in 
Afghanistan. 

“Present Russian forces are barely adequate to maintain security 
in the major urban areas and along the main supply and com- 
munication routes," he added. “There is no stalemate. The 
insurgency is showing more signs of strength. The partisans are 
inflicting more casualties on the Russians. I can’t see the Soviets 
allowing this to continue. They will have to put in more troops.” 

U.S. analysts suggested that the Russian Army, which has kept 
largely to the few main roads across Afghanistan, will have to change 
tactics and strike out more boldly into the countryside. As things 
stand now, they said, the rebels have a free run and effective control 
of wide areas of the country outside the major cities and away from 
the main routes. 

The analysts, who asked to remain anonymous, dismissed as insig- 
nificant the pullout of Soviet troops announced by Moscow last week. 

They are satisfied that the withdrawal was limited to about 5,000 
men and that these troops — along with their rocket artillery and 
anti-aircraft weapons — were excess baggage in a war being waged 
against mostly small bands of tribesmen. A number of Soviet fighter 
planes also are reported to have left for home. 

Armed helicopters are more suited to this kind of warfare, but 
Soviet chopper crews are said to be learning new lessons at some cost 
estimated at between 10 and 15 helicopters a month shot down.

Bosman is second in 
command of military forces in this 
sparsely populated territory, 
which is administered by South 
Africa and is also called Namibia. 
.He claimed that 30 SWAPO guer- 


rillas have been killed for every 
South African soldier killed in 
action. 

“We average every month 
approximately 80 terrorists killed 
on the other side," said a senior 
intelligence officer. “SWAPO is 
losing a company a month. This is 
having an effect on their morale " 

, Unofficial tallies, however,, 
show 644 SWAPO guerrillas 
kflfed this year, compared to 62 
members of the South African. 
Defence Force. 

Senior South African officers 
.also claimed SWAPO is suffering 


’ hundreds of desertions because of 
lack of food and recent military 
setbacks and is losing the support 
of the local Ovambo people 
through robbery, abduction, 
mine-laying and assassination of 
local .chiefs. 

It is difficult to verify such asser- 
tions on a brief visit to Ovam- 
boland, the tribal region along the 
border where most of the fighting 
has taken place. 

Reporters, on a tour conducted 
by tbe South African military, saw 
no fighting, and local officials and 
■inhabitants offered conflicting 


assessments of SWAPO’s strength 
and indigenous support. 

“ When you have the support of 
a big power, like the Russians, 
then you can be a hell of a nuis- 
ance,” commented a black gov- 
ernment official in Windhoek, 
Namibia's capital. But he said he 
did not believe SWAPO can win 
the war militarily. 

The South African military, 
however, was taking no chances. 
On a 45-minute flight from an air 
base at nearby Ondangwa to a 
border outpost at Ruacana, tbe 
DC-4 — painted green and desert 
brown on top and with a sky-blue 
belly — flew at an altitude of about 
30 metres the whole way to avoid 
SWAPO' s Soviet-made SAM-21 
missiles. 

At the Ruacana outpost on the 
Cuoene River border, there was 
. an escort of four armoured per- 
sonnel carriers, their machine 
gtms trained on the roadside 
scrub. 

Every morning at dawn, a team 
of army engineers sweeps the 
20-itilometre stretch of tar-mar 
road between Oshakati and 
Ondangua for mines that might 
have been laid overnight by guer- 
rillas infiltrating from across the 
border. 

Commandant Andre Kotzz, 
operations officer for Military 
Sector 10 which includes Ovam- 
boiand, said mine explosions in 
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the sector have lolled 
civilians so far in 1980. Tl ....
